While the refunds have been great, 
the sums taken in by the Federal Gov- 


ernment through the collection of back 
taxes have been still greater. Between 
July 1, 1917, and Sept. 30, 1926, the col- 
lections from this source reached 
$3,318,170,691, or approximately 10 per 
cent. of the total tax collections, and 
approximately f've times as large as 
the amount illegally collected and re- 
turned to the taxpayers. 

By fiscal years since July 1, 1920, the 
amounts repaid to taxpayers in refunds 
based on various kinds of illegal col- 
lections, according to the data fur- 
hished by the Treasury, have been as 
follows:

As the situation stands at present

By this brilliant action he had 
broken \through the lines of General 
Howe and held a position where he

Eastern Locarno” to ‘settle; definitely 
if possible, the chaotic conditions in 
the Eastern republic; but, * the opin- 
ion of such a well informed observer 
as Jules Sau in of Le Matin, who 
generally reflects the attitude—of the 
French Government, Lord Crewe's: ef- 
forts were in vain... . : 

Yesterday’s ‘dispatches told of 
Frdnce’s decision to go .easy as re- 
gards any immediate ‘action in the 
present state of Chinese affairs. Am- 
pler reasons for this policy are out- 


lined by’M. Sauerwein in this fashion: 
“For "the first time in many year's 
the old doctrine of the necessity for a 
concert of powers in Chinese affairs 
has failed. That immense republic has 
developed against itself by contending 
factions, and things have reached the 
unfortunate state where the interested 
powers themSelves are at odds. The 
powers no longer present that ‘front 
unique’ from ‘which in the past they 
derived much pride and advantage. 
“So complicated have become Chinese 
affairs that no department’s formula 
—until now usually applied with_suc- 
cess by the departments themselves 
serves the Chinese problem. What the 
Governments must do, therefore, is 
to act--with coolness and common sense 
in dealing with each local problem 9 
it arises, and suiting the action to th 
needs of the moment, 


Cites Britain’s “Great — 


Vnhappuly. Great Britain would like 
to dictate the Far Eastern policy for 
all. She Kas made two great errors. 
This was the first, and the second 
was-the desire to act “too hastily—a

"Enormous interests in, British in- | 
dustry and commerce are at stake, 
The systematic boycott by the Can- 
tonese caused almost irreparable ruin 
to many British firms of 100 years’ 
standing. 

“(Inder pressure, therefore, of big 
business, the memorandum was issued 
in the hope of forestalling further dis- 
aster.’’ 


Not Like Russian Situatiox. 

After -explaining that the Chinese 
situation is not analagous to Russia 
after the Bolshevist revolution, where 
the ideas of Lenin and the White Rus- 
sians were as far apart as the two 
poles, the article points out that the 
real idea which dominates the two 
contenders in the Chinese struggle is 
to free the country from foreign dom- 
ination. Then it concludes: 

“The French Government, as a 
neighbor’ to the Cantonese, is pro- 
foundly concerned over the outcome of 
the struggle. - It- assuredly cannot be 
called less liberal than Great Britain 
in its wishes for China. -However, it 
strongly feels that in agserting its at- 


| titGde at this time it would be in the

“France does not want to see China 
split in two, knowing that such a 
‘state would soon lead to other. di- 
visions and to further wars. 

‘Those who are partisans of the in- 
tegrity and progress of China must ab- 
stain from action at the moment when.

This reserve, which may 
not concerm the rival factions, ‘will

NO PENSION EVER PAID 
TO MRS. CLEVELAND 


Disbursing . Officer Corrects - the 
Recent Report Concerning the 
Present Mrs_Preston.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—Inquiry at 
the Pension Office today disclosed that 
the name of Mrs. Thomas J. Preston, 
formerly Mrs. Grover Cleveland, had 
never been carried on the pension rolls 
as the widow of a former President, 
as stated in a recent press dispatch. 

The dispatch gave the impression 
that Mrs, Cleveland had accepted a 
pension of $5,000 a year from the Gov- 
ernment during her widowhood and 
that payments were terminated upon 
her marriage to Professor : Preston. 
The disbursing officer of the Pension 
Office said she had never received an 
annuity from the Government. The 
name of only one widow of a former 
President is.carried on the Pension 
Office rolls, that of Mrs, Theodore 
Roosevelt, who is receiving $5,000 a 
year under an act of Congress. 

Bills are pending before the House 
Pensions Committee granting like 
amounts to Mrs. Woodrow Wilson and 
Mrs. Warren G. Harding and also to 
Mrs. Marshall, widow of the late Vice 
President. The bill for Mrs. Harding 
was introduced before her, death. 
None of these will be reported, accord- 
ing to members of the committee. 

Mrs. Marshall has informed Repre- 
sentative Aldrich of ‘Rhode Island, au- 
thor of the bill introduced in her be- 
half, that. she is not in. need of the 
pension, and ‘accordingly the measure 
will be pigeonholed. It was said aiso 
that no pressure had been brought for 
the pens of the bill for Mrs. Wilson.
